MAY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3,67 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  May  1965  , will  receive  a minimum,  uniform  price  of  $3,67  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3o5%,  A butterfat  differential  of  7,0  cents  for 
each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  belov/  the  3,5% 
standard  will  be  used.  This  minimijim  price  is  .subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauli.ng  charges.  The  computation  of 
the  minimum  blend  prices  is  shown  on  page  5 a.nd.  the  class  price  on,  page.  4, 

The.  $3,67  price  for  May  1965  , is  9 cent  less  than  the  April  1965  price,  but 
15  cents  above  the  May  1964  price, 

SEASONAL  PRICING  FLAN 

The  Fort  Wayne  Order  provides  that  eight  per. cent  of  the  Glass  I price  per 
hundredweight  on  all  producer  deliveries  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  and 
June  be  deducted  in  computing  the  blend  price  to  producers.  These  fands  are  set 
aside,  and  invested  in  United  States  Treasury  Bills,  Interest  earned  on  these 
investments  are  added  to  the  funds  set  aside  and  one-third  of  the  total  is  added 
to  the  uniform  price  paid  to  producers  in  the  months  of  September,  October,  and 
November.  During  1964,  an  average  of  34,64  cents  per  hundredweight  was  set  aside 
in  the  spring  and  40,33  cents  per  hundredweighc  was  paid  back  to  producers  in 
the  fall,

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  24,182,115  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  May  1965,  of  which  16,427,081  pounds  or  68%  was  utilized  in  Class  I 
by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  9.3%  from  April  1965,  Glass  I utilization 
of  producer  milk  was  down  2,2%  from  April  1965, 

JUNE  CLASS  I PRICE  $4,42 

The  May  basic  formula  price  of  $3,22  (Wisconsin-Mtnnesota  Series)  was  increased 
by  the  standard  differential  of  $1,20  and  neither  reduced  nor  increased  by  a supply- 
demand  adjustment  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  June,  This  price 
of  $4,42  is  1 cent  under  the  May  Class  I price,
